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i. the Communists occeupled ..eihsien. The Nationalist reinforcements, 
eonsisting of three division under the command of General WANG Yao-wu 
Commander of the 2 Pacificatdon Area, which left Tainan (117-00,36-42) in 
an attempt to relieve .elhsien, were pocketed by Communist forces between 
Lintzu (118=22,36-53) and Itu (118-28,36-42). On 8 May these Nationalist 
troops succeeded in returning to Tsinan. Two of these divisions were 
immediately dispatched to Heuchou (117-16, 34-18). 
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2 Nationalist military authorities impounded eleven ships in Tsingtao 
Harbor and dispatched them to Chefoo (121-24,37-32). The ships were capable 
of carrying a total of ap roximately 10,000 troops. 
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360 3,000 troops of the Nationalist & army returned to Tsingtao aboard 
three of the vessels. The other eight ships returned empty. The 3,000 
troops were immediately sent to Chengyang (120-21,36-18) to reinforce the 
Nationalist 64 Amay. The Nationalists originally intended to withdraw the 
entire 8 Army from Chafoo, but the Kinistry of National Defense halted the 
evacuation. ; 
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he General TANG in-po, deputy commonder-in-chief of the Nationalist 
army, arrived in Tsingtao from (?for) a conference with General TING Chih-pan, 
commander of the 11 Pacification Area. 
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5, Five hundred troops of a coastal defense battalion are at Shihtao (122~25, 
36-53). The Chiaotung administrative Office and Military cone Headquarters 
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are at Kuocheng, north of Haiyang (121-14,36-43). Garrison battalions are 
atetioned at Penglai (120-45,37-49), Lungkou (120-20,37-40) and Wulung, 
south of Laiyang. The Nan Hai Military Zone Headquarters and 4ts 1 and 3 
Indepersient Regiments are at Liuchaichuang (120-1),,36-33)3 the 2 Independent 
Regiment of this headquarters is at Chuanhotou, east of lingshan (120-29, 
36-33). The Chitung Garrison Battalion is at Lingshan. The Chiachsien and 
Chiackao Independent Battalions and the 1 and 2 Pinped Independent Regiments 
are.at Chiaohsien. ‘The Anchiu and Hulan Independent Regiments are at
